Nwnber of Districts Consolkfotlng Schools 

More thon four-fifths (86.8 percent) of db reorgonized dis- 
tricts reporting Infxniation on this portlculor Item had mode consoli- 
dations of school otfondonce units between the time of their estobllsh- 
mont and during the 1951-52 school ypor (tqble I). The lelotive 
pryjrtlons of these districts did not .vary sIgnIfIcanHy omong the 
•ight SictfM, indtcotlng fhot icIkx>I cantolickiHofi wol q r^loHv^ly 
common octivlty, regardless of the State In which the*new adminis- 
trative units might be locoted. 


Some of the 453 districts heid mode minor cdmolidotions, in 
several mses nothirtg more than closlitg one, two, or perhaps three 
oi^tmher schools. But most often, os will be Indicofod loter, con- 
siderably more was involved and much more hod been occomplished. 
Some. reports Indicoted drat although some small schods hod already 
been closed os of the 1951-52 seho^ year more entenslve consolida- 
tions Involving the estoMlsbment of^ Imrgmr ottendonce ^ters hod 
1^ decided ^>on bu had not been completed at thot time. 

A*"ong the distrfots vAkh hod not reduced the mmdber of their 
te^ wm some which hod very little coi^ldotioh to do, most or

On the contrary, the general 
practice with relatively few exceptions shows that pupil enrollment 

was a powerful factor in determining the number of ottendonce 
centers. 


Consolidotion of One-Teocher Schools 

One-teacher schools figured so prominmstly In the school 
consolidotion activities of the 522 reorgonized districts that it seemed 
best Ip treot them separately from schools of other types ond sizes. 

Nui^r at ti^ of reorowizatlon .-eToble 3s»^ the nun^ 
one-teocher schools reported by eodTclistrlct os being in operation 
the yeor that It was reorgo n ized. 

All except 50 (9.6peicent) of the 5?2 dlstHcts hod one or 
more one-teocher schools. Forty-seven districts hod only one, but at 
the other extreme were 51 districts which hod 18 or more. In this 
letter group were 15 dlstricti, 12 of tl^ in Illinois and 3 in hVssouri, 
which hod 30 or more one-teocher scl^ls. One Illinois community 
unit district hod 55 at the time It was reorganized. 

Many smoll di^icts hod sizoble numben of orse-teocher 
schools. One-third of the districts having enrollments below 300, orxl 
almost half (49.6 percent) of those with enrollments between 300 ond 
500 hod six or more. Slif^iHy over a fourth (25.3 percer^) of those 
with enrollments between 500 and 900 hod 14 or more. On the other 
harrd, almost o third (32.0 percent) of thoro with ervollmei^ between 
900 ond 1,600, ond over half (57.3 percent) of those obove 1,600, 
hod fivO or fewer one-teocher schools. 


Number In operation during the 1951-52school veor. -Exom- 
noHon of table 4 reveals o strikingly diffarent situation. Almost holf 
P*»'certt)of the districts hod no orse-teocher schools, on increase 
from 50 to 247 districts whidi hod none. Only 62 districts had six or 
more fa eomporison with 280 districts which hod thot many when they 
were first reorganised* The number of rittriricts hovfag 18 or more was 
reduced iyom 51 to 4., 

Comporison of districts on the basis of their enrollments re- 
veols some signi^ont vorioHons. Morfcedly higher prop or tiere of 
smoller districts, etpeeloiiy those with enrollments below 500, hod 
clo^ all their one-teocher schools thon wos the cose with districts 
of lorger size. However, districts With enrollments between 500 and 
900 which ot the time of reorgonlsaHon hod 10 or more hod olso been 
porticuloriy ocHve. ly 1951-^ only 4 districh hoving enrollments 
below 500 hod os mony as 10 one-teacher schools and only 17 districts

It moy be noted thot more thon half the districts ot the time 

they w^ reorganized hod one or more schodt with one teocher per 
tirade. The greot moforlty of these dlitrlets had total enrollments of 
more than 500 pi^Ils. There were 57 districts^ oil of them hovlng ' 
brirollments of more thon 500 pi^ik« that hod two or more Olementory 
schools with ot least one teacher per gpade of the . time of reorgonlzo-

It may be recoiled 
thot o total of 341 districts, os shown In tabU 16, reported thot music 
courses hod been'odded to their elementary school progrorm. This 
could irot hove been done without the assistance of personnel trained 
to give Instruction 'In that field. There Is likewise good reason to 
believe thot emch the some enplanatlon holds 4or the smoller districts 
which reported art supervisors. 

The situation with respect to the health persormel was more 
cleor^ut. School nurses were eisployed by a total of 224 dtstrIcH, 
school physicians by 136 districts, cmd'dentol hygienists by 101 dis- 
tricts. of tl^e reporting school physicians Indicated thot they 

were emplo]H bn b port-Hme basis ond It seems reasonable to con- 
clude thot the great maforlfy were so employed. It Is also likely thot 
. mony of the smoller districts employed school nurses on o part-time 
basis bnd thot the some was true with respect to dentol hygienists. 

Relatively fewer districts with enrollments below SOO reported 
either nines, physictons, or der^ hygienists than was the cose with 
districts cbove thot size. The totol number of deirtol tqrglenlsts arvl 
dentists reported In loble 18 Is smaller ihon the nuidMr of dental 
clinics rofrarted In table 17. In foet, some districts reposed dental 
hy^enists but did' net report thot dental clinics were held. It seems 
quite likely thot several districts that reported dentol clinics moy 
hove proviM this service by getting loeol dentists to moke eNomlno- 
tlons of rtta pupils' teeth wilhoU chotge. 

A total of 210 districts reporting thot guidance counselors 
were employed either on o port-time or full-time bosis. In die smaller 
districts It oppeors likely thot guidance services were provided by a 
regulor teacher on o por^tlme basis. Speech correetlenists were re- 
ported by 12$ dlstrlcli, 27 of which hodenrollmertts of fewer than $00 
pupib.
